POLICE have slammed vandals 
who cut through power cables 
plunging homes into darkness and 
putting both their own and the lives 
of others at risk. 

In both incidents high voltage electric cables 
came crashing to the ground after wooden poles 
holding them aloft were cut through. 

It is not believed anyone was injured during 
the incidents but police are warning the 
vandals’ actions could have left them in serious 
danger. 

Other people could also be at risk if they 
approach damaged equipment which is still con¬ 
nected to mains supplies. 

In the latest incident more than 1,100 homes 
were left without power on Friday when a wood¬ 
en supporting pole near the A2 London Road 
junction with Western Link, near Ospringe, was 
cut down causing the cables to collapse. 

Power went off at 2.25am but by 6.12am all 
but 22 homes were back on line. They received 
power at 4.05pm after engineers from power 
company EDF Energy worked non-stop on 
emergency repairs. 

On May 15 a similar incident took place in the 
same section of the overhead network. 

Then, two poles were cut down in a field caus¬ 
ing power loss to 565 homes at 9.21pm. The 
majority of these addresses had supplies 
restored by 10.46pm 

Police said they were determined to catch the 
“mindless” culprits. 

Sgt Dave Smith said: “This act of mindless 
criminal damage will not be tolerated. 

“Not only were the offenders putting them¬ 
selves at risk but they also caused disruption to

A NEW rearing room and 
conservation centre in 
Boughton will allow visitors 
to get up close to some of 
Britain’s most iconic preda¬ 
tors. 

Hawklands Birds of Prey Centre at 
Farming World opens the room this 
weekend with actor Graham Cole, 
who plays PC Tony Stamp in ITV’s 
popular police series The Bill, attend¬ 
ing the official ceremony on 
Saturday. 

Falconer Sharon Hollens said: “As 
the name suggests there are two 
main purposes of the new room, one 
of which is the rearing of baby birds. 

“The room has been designed to 
allow a safe environment for the 
birds to develop and for visitors to 
see the growth of the babies.” 

Visitors will even be able to handle 
the latest additions to the centre - a 
clutch of baby owls - as part of the 
domestication and training process. 

Mrs Hollens said: “With owls the 
more they are handled at a young 
age, the easier it is to train them. 


“From an education point of view, 
we’ve found that children learn bet¬ 
ter if you can offer them a hands-on 
experience like we have here.” 

There is also a viewing window 
into the room which houses 
European eagle owls, a five-week-old 
barn owl, and chaco owl, along with 
young goshawks and kestrels. 

Visitors can also enjoy a rare 
opportunity to watch live CCTV 
footage of a pair of Harris hawks who 
are rearing three young. 

The other purpose of the room is to 
highlight the conservation work 
done by the centre. 

The centre is committed to helping 
to preserve birds within their natu¬ 
ral environments and has been 
involved in work at Chetney Marsh 
near the Isle of Sheppey. 

The room provides further details 
about how the public can become 
involved in projects such as this by 
erecting owl boxes. 

Birds of prey flying demonstrations 
are also held at Farming World twice 
a day on most days of the week, and 
the farm’s next ‘Have a Go’ falconry 
day is scheduled for August 8. 

The official opening of the new con¬ 
servation and rearing room is at 
12.30pm.

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Labour shortage puls 
fruit crops in danger

STRAWBERRIES could be left rot¬ 
ting in the earth as there are not 
enough workers to harvest them, 
farmers are warning. 

The picking season is in full swing but a lack 
of labour is causing concern that some of this 
year’s crop may never leave the ground. 

A change in the rules on migrant workers is 
behind the problem which has hit businesses 
including Langdon Manor Farm, Faversham. 

Owner Alistair Brook has traditionally relied 
on a large seasonal workforce from countries 
such as Poland and Lithuania to help pick his 
fruit. 

But this year he said many of the workers 
have stayed at home. 

“If things don’t improve, we’ll not be able to 
harvest all our fruit, and if that continues 
across the whole economy, there will be food 
shortages,” says Mr Brook. 

British Summer Fruit, which regulates the 
industry, believes that the problem is getting so 
bad that supermarkets will be forced to import 
strawberries from California. 

The labour shortage is caused by the declin¬ 
ing value of the pound and the improving eco¬ 
nomic prospects in countries from which many 
of the workers have traditionally come. 

Patryk Ullrich from Poland has been coming 
to the UK for two years, but says that his 
stronger national economy means Kent is not 
the attraction it once was. 

“At home our economy is getting better and 
better, the minimum wage has gone up and we 
have started building more,” he says. 

“Many of my friends have decided to return to 
Poland because the wages are better over 
there.” 


Workers have been paid about £5.53 an hour 
as a basic wage, with the ability to earn more 
the faster they work. One worker said she 
expected to earn up to £3,000 during a six- 
month stint in the UK. 

This year, the government has allowed 16,250 
workers from Bulgaria and Romania through 
the Seasonal Agricultural Workers’ Scheme but 
this is not enough to cover the shortfall. 

Chairman of the Kent branch of the National 


Farmers’ Union, Kevin Attwood, who lives at 
Downcourt Farm, Doddington, said: “It is 
because of the immigration policy adopted by 
the Government. Something needs to be done 
as it is hitting our source of local labour. 

“The quota system means that a lot of people 
who would like to come here and work and 
come from a background of agricultural 
employment in their own countries are not able 
to do so.”

Coach Lee Suter said: “It is important 
for the group’s social and team develop¬ 
ment that we get involved in these activ¬ 
ities as it provides as sense of achieve¬ 
ment and togetherness.

The pigs eat just £20 worth of sownuts - 
grain-based feed pellets - a month, getting

TWO lecturers from Christ 
Church University had a chance 
to see legendary filmmaker 
Martin Scorsese in action when 
they visited the set of his latest 
movie. 

The Taxi Driver director, who recently had 
a hit with Shine a Light, a concert film fea¬ 
turing the Rolling Stones, is filming thriller 
Shutter Island near Boston in the USA, 
where Bryan Hawkins and Eddie McMillan 
were allowed on set. 

Due to be released early next year it stars 
Leonardo DiCaprio as a US marshall on the 
trail of a women, accused of murdering her 
children, who is on the run from an asylum 
for the insane. 

Based on a book by Dennis Lehane it will 
feature flashback sequences set in Dachau 
concentration camp. 

Mr Hawkins said: “It was strange arriving 
in Boston and then finding ourselves trans¬ 
ported back to Dachau - there was even fake 
snow. 


“The visit was arranged by Mr Scorsese’s 
editor Thelma Schoomaker-Powell who is an 
honorary fellow of the university and we dis¬ 
cussed some future research projects. 

“But we also had a chance to meet the 
director himself. It was very interesting to 
see how he looked so in control. 

“He was at the centre of a vast process 
including actors, technical staff and CGI

ing how he was in charge. 

“The set was an old warehouse just outside 
Boston which had been turned into the con¬ 
centration camp.

Drivers urged to vote 
no to increased toll

MOTORISTS across the county 
have been urged to join a protest 
against a planned 50 per cent price 
hike in toll charges at the Dartford 
River Crossing. 

The rise in the fee from £1 to £1.50 to enter or 
leave Kent by the River Thames follows an 18- 
month public consultation into the future of 
charging and is expected to be introduced in 
the autumn. 

This is despite the original cost of building 
the two tunnels under the River Thames and 
the QE2 Bridge over it having been met in 2002 
- with the legal authority to charge a toll expir¬ 
ing in April 2003. 

The toll is being regarded by critics as anoth¬ 
er stealth tax on motorists. But supporters say 
drivers will save between 10pm and 6am when 
crossings will be free. 

Gordon Henderson, the Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey, wants families in Kent to sign an 
online petition calling for Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown to scrap the charge. 

Scandal 

He said: “Most motorists in Kent use the 
Dartford Crossing at some time and many peo¬ 
ple use it regularly. 

“It is a scandal that although the cost of con¬ 
structing the crossing was covered years ago, 
we poor motorists are still being stung for 
almost £100 million each and every year. 

“To propose increasing the cost by 50 per cent 
is quite simply daylight robbery.” 

The crossing between Dartford and Thurrock, 
is operated jointly by Le Crossing Company Ltd 
and the Department for Transport. 

A DfT spokesman said that any suggestion of 
scrapping the charge would be counterproduc¬ 
tive and compromises were already in place. 

He said: “We recognise that traffic levels are 


bad but we are already taking steps to try and 
reduce the level of congestion through the Dart 
Tag scheme and dropping charges at night. 

“Our modelling shows that at peak times the 
bridge and tunnels can be overwhelmed so the 
fee is intended more as a congestion charge, 
which is then lifted at quieter times.” 

The department says that congestion levels 
would rise if the ‘user fee’ for the bridge and 
tunnels was scrapped and is keeping the origi¬ 
nal £1 charge for those drivers using its pre¬ 
paid Dart Tag system. 

However, the online petition on the No 10 
Downing Street website states that removing 
the toll booths would significantly reduce the 


amount of traffic queuing up on either side. 

It also states that the exhaust fumes generat¬ 
ed by the cars waiting in line causes unneces¬ 
sary environmental damage and that the 
delays add extra expense to business and 
transport costs. The latest demand on drivers 
comes as the Government is facing mounting 
pressure over rising fuel costs. 

As KOS Media reported last week, nearly 100 
truckers from Kent joined a fleet of 500 lorries 
which converged on Downing Street to protest 
at the crippling cost of diesel for haulage firms. 

Mr Brown has since warned that high oil 
prices are here to stay, following a meeting with 
industry bosses last week. 


Police to get 
more beat 
time with 
hand-helds 

KENT Police has been chosen as one of 
27 forces across the UK to receive fund¬ 
ing so it can invest in hand-held com¬ 
puters. 

The force will receive £1.9 million in 
funding to cover the costs of 1,100 
portable computers for patrol officers. 

A further 150 mobile information 
devices will be installed into marked 
police cars. Nationwide the scheme is 
costing a total of £50 million. 

The new devices will allow officers on 
patrol to access police databases and 
complete some of their necessary 
paperwork without having to return to 
a police station. 

Supporters of the scheme say this 
will allow them to have more time in 
the front line and some of the equip¬ 
ment has already been trialed success¬ 
fully across the county. 

On the streets 

Assistant Chief Constable Steve 
Harris said: “Officers have to 
spend time accessing police database 
systems and completing paperwork in 
police stations rather than spending 
time on our streets where they are 
most needed. 

“While paperwork is a necessity for 
every force, this initiative will help 
officers use their time effectively and 
allow access to database systems 
whilst remaining a visible presence 
within the community.” 

Policing Minister Tony McNulty said: 
‘We are investing in new technology to 
make crime fighting more effective and 
to save officers' time. 

“This £50m capital fund will deliver 
10,000 mobile data devices to forces 
nationwide. 

“It is just one element of a range of 
improvements we are delivering to cut 
unnecessary bureaucracy, exploit new 
technologies and enable police officers 
to spend more time on front line 
policing.”

DELPHINIUMS: Slugs love them so you must act quickly 


Professional landscaper Colin Cross 
gives seasonal gardening advice in 
this exclusive feature for Yourswale. 

NOW is the time to think about 
plans for your garden this year 
with regard to planting, patio or 
lawns. 

With early morning frosts now gone, you can 
make plans for the summer in your garden. 

If you watched the Chelsea Flower Show on 
TV last week you may now have some good 
ideas on what you want to do. 

It may be that you want to recreate one of 
the show gardens, or part of it scaled down if 
you don’t have a lot of space. 

If you are growing your own plants from 
seeds in the greenhouse, now is the time to 
harden off. Your hanging baskets can go out¬ 
side, and any other plants you have produced. 

Remember to pinch out the side shoots on 
your tomato plants. 

A light spraying with water on your tomato 
plants, in the evenings, will aid the fruit set¬ 
ting. But do not wet the leaves during the day, 
as in the heat of the day water can boil on the 
leaves and damage them. 

Also watch out for pests in the greenhouse. 
As the weather warms up, so the insect popu¬ 
lation increases. 

In the garden slugs and snails make their 
presence felt at this time of year, especially 
amongst perennials. Delphiniums are their 
favourite. 

Take steps to eliminate them before too 
much damage is done. Vaseline can be put 
round the edge of the container, gravel or put 
eggshell in front of the plants, or the old 
favourite - a container filled with beer. 



Now is the time to plant the bedding plants 
that will give a riot of colour all through the 
summer and well into the autumn. 

Prepare the soil by digging over the bed and 
removing any weeds, then add compost either 
from your compost bin, or an artificial fertilis¬ 
er or good farmyard manure. 

After planting, water the area frequently 
until the roots are established. 

Dig up, divide and replant early primulas 
and violas. Sow wallflowers in a sunny area, 
then transplant in the autumn, planting them 
with bulbs for flowers next spring. 

Prune early flowering shrubs such as kerria, 
weigela and ceaonothus. Trim the flowering 
stems by up to a third. 

Keep the greenhouse cool by using netting or 
apply a shading paint such as Pbi Coolglass. 

If dry weather continues as we have had in 
recent years, you should think of using plants 
that use less water, such as ones with silver 
foliage and spiky plants like yucca. They will 
tolerate full sun and dry conditions. 

Survive 

It is very easy to get carried away buying lots 
of plants. I have worked on gardens where peo¬ 
ple have put in far too many plants for the 
area and within a short amount of time the 
plants are battling to survive because they 
have grown so big. 

Vertical spikes of flowers bring a border of 
solid, sturdy shapes to life, while cascading 
plants can soften and knit blocks together. 

Hot colours like red and orange plants bring 
flower borders closer. Pastel colours like light 
blue, white and yellow make the border 
appear larger. 

Plants that flop on to the grass will make the 
mowing difficult and will soon cause the grass 
that is shaded to deteriorate. So plant a little 
away back from the edge.

Caution over 
possible cure 
for MRSA bug 



2008 HEALTHY 


THE news that scientists could be on the 
brink of a cure for MRSA has been broad¬ 
ly welcomed by a hygiene and infection 
control campaigner. 

A research firm based in Brighton is 
already carrying out human trials on the 
drug and claimed its discovery could be 
used in hospital wards to prevent spread 
of the infection by 2011 and within six 
years could cure patients. 

But Tony Charlton, whose mother-in- 
law was one of 90 patients to die during 
superbug outbreaks at hospitals in 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells, said: “I 
was delighted by the news and the possi¬ 
bility it could be used for Clostridium dif¬ 
ficile in the future. 

“My only reservation is, will it stop peo¬ 
ple concentrating on basic hygiene? If 
something can be cured then people tend 
to pay less attention to the basics.” 

Mr Charlton, who has been campaign¬ 
ing tirelessly to raise awareness about 
superbugs since the untimely death of 
his “very fit and active” 86-year-old rela¬ 
tive, compared the discovery of a cure to 
the over-reliance on antibiotics. 

New cures and treatments are needed 
now because infections have become 
resistant to antibiotics, he said. 

MRSA, which killed 134 people in Kent 
between 2002 and 2006, causes fewer 
deaths than C diff but can leave people 
severely disabled.

Spread of oilseed rape is 
destroying our green fields 


SPRING coming to an end: the 
blue bells are fading in the woods 
and that other sign of spring has 
started to disappear, bright yellow 
fields. 

I’m not sure that great yellow slabs of bright 
yellow in the countryside are natural but they 
certainly are striking. The ubiquitous oil seed 
rape plant is everywhere. 

When I say everywhere I mean everywhere. 
The junction 10 roundabout of the M20 is fes¬ 
tooned with the stuff. At least it makes a pleas¬ 
ant change from the traffic lights out of order 
sign as you slowly make you way round it. 

The stuff seems to grow in the most unlike¬ 
ly places: on pavements, on top of bus shelters, 
in a tramp’s ear. At the moment everywhere 
you look you will see the spindly little stalk 
with a few yellow splodges at the top. 

This has always made me question those sci¬ 
entists when they talk about genetic modified 
crops not being able to spread into the wild. 
This stuff would grow on an escalator if given

half a chance and a drop of water. 

A little-known side effect of the stuff is its 
impact on honey production. 

My mother is a beekeeper and the stuff is a 
real pain. It is like catnip for bees. They cannot 
get enough of it. Once they discover a field 
they will fly for miles for the pollen. 

The only problem is that it produces rubbish 
honey - it crystallizes into a thick glue which 
doesn’t taste too good either. 

Most of it has to be thrown away or used as 
wallpaper paste until the nice apple blossom 


and lavender is in flower. 

Now high-class cooks are telling us that it 
the best and most healthy cooking oil to use; 
full of polyunsaturates with a light nutty 
flavour. I was duped by this latest fad, paying 
over the odds for a bottle that had pure 
‘Rapeseed’ oil printed on it. 

Then someone told me that it is actually 
what most of us know as plain vegetable oil 
and you can buy a swimming pool of it for 
about 80p. 

Mind you it does make a stunning sight. A 
few years ago there was a trend for big blue 
fields full of flax. I think the EU should give 
out grants not for growing basic food crops but 
for the pretty colours they produce. 

We could have fields of chocolate oranges 
and acres of red poppies. We could have fields 
of white poppies like in Afghanistan which 
makes opium, which is like catnip for humans.

Tell us a little bit about yourself. 

I'm 46, have been married to James for 26 years and 
have a daughter, Bex, who is almost 18.

Colonel John Nowers, presented a 
cheque for £2,000 to me to “assist 
your work in the local area”. 

This is a particularly significant 
donation to this front line services 
charity. 

Chatham and Maidstone are both 
large garrisons with longstanding 
associations with the towns. 

Earlier this year both towns 
conferred the Freedom of their 
Boroughs on the Royal Engineers 
based there. 

Sizeable numbers of veterans also 
live there, as well as in Gravesend 
and Sittingboume. 

During 2007 in Kent SSAFA 
caseworkers assisted 779 persons in 
need, giving grants totalling 
£655,000. Forty-nine of these cases 
were in Medway, 73 in Maidstone, 
101 in Gravesend and 44 in 
Sittingboume. Together they 
accounted for £148,358 of grants. 

The details of cases are kept 
confidential so it is not possible to 
identify clients or the assistance they 
received.

£600,000 per year from major 
fundraising charities to give to those 
in need. 

To deliver help SSAFA Kent has to 
raise £20,000 per year from the 
public to meet administrative costs, 
which average around £50 per case. 

We are most appreciative of the 
donation from Rotary. In recent 
months cases have become more 
complex and require greater time 
commitment. 

Fortunately, so far we have had 


very few cases in the area directly 
attributable to deployments in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

However, as time passes we expect 
victims of these conflicts and their 
families to turn to SSAFA for 
continuing assistance.

AFTER eight weeks of sporadic 
additions to the inaugural Hop 
Farm Festival, the line-up is final¬ 
ly complete. 

The last place on the bill - for all you Guess 
Those Bands addicts out there - was given to 
Carbon/Silicon, a punk rock quartet boasting 
former Clash superstar Mick Jones. 

Unfortunately, there was no room available 
for my GTB prediction of Belinda Carlisle. 
Accordingly, I scored no points. 

While clearly angered/disappointed that fes¬ 
tival organisers overlooked Mrs Carlisle, 
famed for worldwide smash hits such as 
Heaven is a Place on Earth, Circle in the Sand 
and (We Want) The Same Thing, the line-up is 
still incredibly strong. 

Los Angeles-based indie stars Everest are 
set to take the stage after Carbon/Silicon, with 
critically acclaimed soloist Laura Marling set 
to follow. 

Guillemots are next up, with revered US 
singer Rufus Wainwright filling the mid-point 
of the one-day event’s musical offerings. 

My Morning Jacket, Supergrass and Primal 
Scream will then perform before making way 
for headliner Neil Young to bring proceedings 
to a close. 

Organiser Vince Power said the Hop Farm 
Festival would be different to mainstream 
summer events such as Reading/Leeds and V. 

He said: “I’ve been watching the festival 
market for the last couple of years and I just 
felt that it was frustrating for the punter that 
there was such a big emphasis on sponsorship, 
VIP and upgrading your ticket to get into a 
special area. 




“We did an online survey and the feedback 
was among young fans that often the person 
buying the ticket ended up feeling the lowest 
on the pecking order.

“I thought it was time to go back to basics 
and let it be about the punter and the music.

“Bands rely on live performances much more 
than they did in previous years, the market is 
changing and I think the bigger bands will 
have a lot more input into the festivals 
because it is clear they could do their own fes¬ 
tivals if they want to.”

11.30am.

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Express travel is elegant

WE are all sophisticated train trav¬ 
ellers these days - able to appreciate 
elegant cabins, gourmet dinners 
with fine wines and discreetly atten¬ 
tive service. 

At least we are if we can afford the fares 
charged by Orient Express. And what really 
knocks your socks off is the sheer childish thrill 
of lying in bed on a train, just a few feet above 
the tracks, as it rolls onwards through the night 
into a dark mysterious landscape. 

I woke long before the Asian dawn, partly to 
relish the experience of watching the full orange 
moon and the stars beyond my window, and 
partly to be ready to see daybreak as we jour¬ 
neyed on towards Bangkok. 

It does not disappoint. It is not just the strange 
splendours of the scenery - the brilliant green 
paddy fields, the water lily-covered ponds, the 
distant smoky mountains - it’s the storks and 
egrets catching their breakfasts, the water buf¬ 
falos lumbering into action, the cyclists who 
wave as they wait at the crossings on their way 
to work, all the homes on stilts with their loving¬ 
ly-tended household shrines. 

We are on the inaugural run of a new journey 
by the Eastern and Oriental Express from the 
Laos border down to Bangkok, and the excite¬ 
ment has been palpable from the moment the 
guard waved his flag at Nong Khai station. 

The new Eurostar might be all about the

speed, but here in south-east Asia the whole 
point is to travel at a more leisurely pace to 
savour the surroundings. So our train does not 
hurtle along, it progresses at a stately 40mph 
and because much of the trip is along a single 
track there is a certain amount of stopping and 
waiting in a siding for other trains to pass. 

Nor is the journey as physically smooth as 
with modem Western trains. Travelling in the 
aftermath of the rainy season, we realise the 
track is more spongy and hence more bumpy. 

By contrast, inside the train everything is lav¬ 


ish and gorgeous: the last-word in luxury is, 
after all, what people are paying for. 

The interiors, by the same team who worked 
on sister train the Venice Simplon Orient 
Express, use wooden marquetry veneers, 
Chinese and Thai lacquer, Malaysian motifs, 
wall carvings, engraved mirrors and hand- 
embroidered silks. 

As well as the sleeping compartments, which 
come in three styles and sizes - the Pullman, 
the State and the residential - there are two 
restaurant cars, a bar car with pianist, and a 
saloon car with reading area and tiny boutique 
selling themed trinkets. There are 40 local and 
European staff to look after the 132 passengers. 

Dinner involves everyone dressed to the nines 
for a feast that combines the flavours of East 
and West. Entertainment comes in the form of 
traditional Thai dancers. 

While we’ve been enjoying ourselves our stew¬ 
ards have been transforming the ‘day setting 5 of 
our compartments into welcoming bedrooms. 

In the morning they bring us breakfast and 
reverse the process before we make our way 
slowly into the teeming heart of Bangkok. 

Bangkok was where our journey originally 
began. This was only the last leg of a trip which 
included three days in Thailand’s capital and 
three in Laos’s capital. 

The two cities make a fascinating contrast: 
Bangkok bustling, vibrant, proudly monarchist, 
a riot of colour and noise and round-the-clock 
activity; Vientiane is softer, sleepier, once 
French-colonial, now firmly Communist cousin. 

The Eastern and Oriental Express offers a 
quite unique perspective of the Far East in the 
21st century.

Check out rental 
cost before letting 

PROPERTY owners looking to let on a 
casual basis should be aware of the com¬ 
plexities of entering the rental market 
according to experts. 

Homeowners who need to relocate but 
are unable to sell in the property market 
downturn are increasingly turning to 
the rental market for a solution. 

According to the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors’ latest survey of 
members, 28 per cent more reported a 
rise in new tenant lettings than a fall. 

However, John Heron, managing 
director of market analysts Paragon, 
said would-be landlords risk being 
caught out by a number of costs they 
have not been taken into account. 

They also need to be aware of the leg¬ 
islation that applies when renting out. 

For example, if the property is mort¬ 
gaged, the lender’s approval will be 
needed for a change of tenure. 

The rent set should take into account 
void periods and repairs; it is standard 
practice for a lender to insist that rent is 
at least 125 per cent of monthly mort¬ 
gage repayments. 

Also tax implications need to be fully 
understood as authorities are clamping 
down on landlords who are not making 
full and accurate declarations. 

Committee wants 
VAT cut on repairs 

A PROPOSAL to cut VAT on property 
repair and maintenance has been put 
forward by the influential House of 
Commons Community and Local 
Government Select Committee. 

Members said such action would allow 
landlords to carry out repairs they may 
otherwise have not been able to fund. 

The report said that the tax rate 
means that some properties which 
are just about habitable could 
become derelict because of a lack 
of incentive to undertake improvements 
by landlords. 

It adds that any financial assistance 
would help to bring such homes back 
into the mainstream housing market. 

The proposal will go before MPs for a 
full vote but the majority are believed to 
be in favour of a cut which could reduce 
the 17.5 per cent rate to just five. 

Brian Berry of the Federation of 
Master Builders supports the move. 

He said: “The high rate of VAT on 
building repair acts as a disincentive for 
landlords to maintain their properties. 


New roof? No worry, 
say intrepid buyers

PROPERTIES in need of renovation 
are proving popular with buyers look¬ 
ing for a bargain in the current hous¬ 
ing climate. 

More than half the people who took part in a 
recent survey by lenders said they would be inter¬ 
ested in buying a home and working to get it into 
prime condition. 

The research also revealed that period proper¬ 
ties are more popular than modem homes - even 
if they need work done on them. 

Across the county period homes in places such 
as Canterbury, Faversham Rochester and coastal 
towns have been among the most popular on the 
market. 

Buyers say they like the fact that the homes 
have character and by renovating they can easily 
put their own vision into place - something far 
more difficult to achieve in a purpose-built mod¬ 
em home on an estate or development. 

Features such as inglenook fireplaces and origi¬ 
nal beams were among the most popular features 
which appear in home built in previous decades. 

But the major reason is buyers are willing to 
undertake work on home improvements them¬ 
selves in an effort to avoid paying top prices for 
desirable homes. 

A total of 52 per cent of respondents to the 
national survey by Yorkshire Bank said they 
would consider the idea of acquiring an older prop¬ 
erty in need of some work. 

This is despite the fact that 42 per cent of those 
who took part agreeing that an older home is a 
“financial gamble”. 

Gary Lumby, the bank’s head of retail, said: 
“During the property boom of recent years homes 
in need of repair typically attracted property 
developers with their eye on turning a profit. 

“However, in the current climate it seems house 
buyers are also on the lookout for a bargain and 
will take on relatively major renovation work, 
such as replacing a roof or rewiring, if it helps 
them to secure their dream home for a more 
affordable price.” 

The survey found 57 per cent of men would not 
be deterred in taking on DIY tasks whereas the 
figure for women was 49 per cent. 

But young professionals bucked the trend 
towards period homes with 69 per cent saying that 
a ready-made home needing no work was top of 
their property wish list.

Across the range, the exterior re-working 
has been subtle, with a tweaking of the rear 
fascia and light clusters plus new boot lid for 
the saloon, with integrated spoiler and high- 
mounted stop light. 

But Chrysler has been busier where it need¬ 
ed to be; the interior has had a more dramatic 
makeover with a new instrument panel and 
centre console design, highlighted by satin sil¬ 
ver bezels on the clocks and gauges.
